of such parochialism is that a 
great many young peopie, encoun- 
tering this in their elders, are 
ashamed to admit they enjoy it. 


The truth is that the person who 
does not have some pcetry inside 
him is inadequate for a full life. 
Rather than be immaturely shy 
about reading poetry, there should 
be a search for it, and enjoyment 
of it. So, I trust, there will be 
some books of poetry beneath the 
Christmas trees when the gifts 
are opened. Even a good teacher 
has difficulty conveying to stu- 
dents the feeling and rhythm of 
poetry if it isn’t read in their 
homes. It is my opinion that fam- 
ily life and our civilization would 
be bolstered if the old-fashioned 
custom of reading aloud in the 
family circle could be resumed.

TO SUPPORT SUGAR 


The communique was signed 
Monday by First Deputy Premier 
Anastas I. Mikoyan and Maj. 
Ernesto (Che) Guevara, head of 
the Cuban National Bank. Gue- 
vara has been touring the Soviet 
Union, Red China, Mongolia, Ko- 
rea and Communist countries of 
East Europe for the last two 
months in search of economic, 
military and political support for 
Premier Fidel Castro’s revolution 
in the Caribbean republic. 


The communique did not give 
the value of the trade and aid 
that has been agreed upon after 
several weeks of hard bargaining. 
It did say that the Soviet Union 
would be prepared to supply oil to 
Cuba’s nationalized refineries and 
to purchase more than the agreed 
amount of Cuban sugar in 1961 if 
the United States carried out a 
threat to cut off all sugar pur- 
chases from Cuba.

The money is the balance of 
the “Illegal Liquor Campaign 
Fund” which former Revenue 
Commissioner T. V. Williams got 
up from liquor dealers and others 
to fight moonshine. 


Revenue Commissioner Dixon 
Oxford said Monday that ‘‘a little 
over $800’ is still on deposit with 
an Atlanta bank, but it’s not be- 
ing used by his department. 


“I don’t know what disposition 
will be made of it. Someone else 
will have to use it. This depart- 
ment will not have any use for 
it as long as I am revenue com- 
missioner,’ Oxford said. 


William E. Strickland, depart- 
ment comptroller, said Williams 
had placed the fund—which once 
totalled more than $100,000—in 
custody of Roy Reach and then 
Deputy Revenue Commissioner 
Wyman Harris. 


Both men were replaced when 
Oxford took over as revenue com- 
missioner under the Vandiver ad- 
ministration. 


‘The bank sometime ago want- 
ed to know what we wanted to do 
with it. But it’s just not our 
money. We couldn't legally do 
anything wit®it,’’ Strickland said. 


Strickland said Harris and 
Reach are still on record as the 
authorized signers of checks for 
disbursements from the account. 


When Williams was on trial in 
Fulton Superior Court in connec- 
tion with charges growing out of 
the fund, a number of liquor deal- 
ers testified they gave the money 
to Williams to fight moonshine 
operations and that it was no 
longer theirs. 


And Judge Durwood T. Pye 
ruled that since Williams, who was 
cleared of embezzling any of the 
funds, was actually given the 
money, he could not be guilty of 
converting it to his own use. 


The liquor dealers said that al- 
though they gave Williams the 
money to fight moonshiners, it was

Gov. Vandiver has issued a factual 
statement on just what the proposed $800 
teacher pay raise would mean. If grant- 
ed and if current programs also are 
financed, cost to the state would be more 
than 30 million dollars. 

Considering demands for funds for 
other state needs, the governor declared, 
to carry out the proposal would require 
increasing the state sales tax 3 to 4 per 
cent. In other words, such a raise could 
not be granted under present revenues, 

The Jernigan committee last week 
recommended that teacher salaries 
“should be brought up at least to the na- 
tional average in the earliest possible 
time” as a means of easing a critical 
shortage. No one can argue with this 
premise. 

But the big deficiency in financing 
education in Georgia today is still at the 
local level. The majority of Georgia coun- 
ties just aren’t footing a fair share of the 
bill. Present state methods of financing 
actually discourage it. 

During the current fiscal year, the 
Vandiver administration is financing 47 
million dollars in new or expanded serv- 
ices without a tax increase. Half of it is 
going for education. Better than half the 
total state budget is now going to the 
schools. Meanwhile, demands for other 
services are on the rise. 

Studies are being proposed which 
would increase the amount of local sup- 
port. Until these are fruitful, Georgia 
schools cannot be financed at a level of 
which we are capable. Adding to the 
sales tax merely would postpone the in- 
evitable.

Those Electors Were 
Good Guys All Along 


Gov. Vandiver must be glad presi- 
dents are elected infrequently. Consider 
the wobbles along the way toward Mon- 
day’s delivery of Georgia’s electoral vote 
to Kennedy. 

At the Los Angeles convention the 
governor fought Kennedy’s nomination. 
When Kennedy got it, he asked Vandiver 
to recommend a vice president. Vandiver 
recommended Lyndon Johnson. Kennedy 
picked Johnson. Then some Georgia dele- 
gates started to nominate Vandiver for 
vice president as a protest. Vandiver 
squelched that. 

But he came home non-committal 
about supporting the Kennedy-Johnson 
ticket. At last he seemed unable to do so. 
He asked the voters if they wanted their 
electors free to vote for somebody else. 
Freedom being a revered word in Georgia, 
the voters said yes. 

Meanwhile, back at the mansion, the 
governor had about decided to give his 
electoral vote to Kennedy ‘after all. 

By election day no Georgian could be 
sure who would get his Democratic vote. 
But somewhere along the line Vandiver 
settled down and fought a good fight for 
Kennedy. 

He also withstood the last-minute 
banzai charges of the bolters and firmly 
cast his vote for Kennedy. So did the 
other 11 electors. They thereby kept 
Georgia ranked on the side of reason. 
They were good guys all along. 

The people of Georgia must be almost 
as glad as Vandiver is to see the curtain 
fall on a happy ending to such a sad play.

Should Be Faced Up To 


Remember that old, popular song 
built around the intriguing words, 
*‘Where do they go, those smoke rings I 
blow each night?” 


Another song could be written now, 
applicable to Georgia and especially so 
to the smaller counties. It would go 
something like this: “Where do they go 
and what do they do, those thousands 
no longer needed on the farm?” 

For the most part they go to the cities 
in search of employment. But there are 
not enough jobs to go around and a large 
percentage of those flocking to the cities 
lack technical training. 

The state is trying to obtain new 
industries and additional emphasis is be- 
ing placed upon trade schools in order to 
provide a trained labor pool. 

But Georgia’s political climate dic- 
tates that considerably more be spent on 
attempting to keep farms going than is 
spent on building an industrial climate to 
absorb workers no longer needed on the 
farms. For instance, Director Jack Min- 
ter of the Georgia Department of Com- 
merce said Sunday, in answer to ques- 
tioning on WSB-TV Press’ Gallery 
program, that the State Agricultural 
Department receives three times as much 
in funds as does the Department of 
Commerce. 

And Dr. Kenneth Wagner, director of 
the industrial development branch for 
Georgia Tech, said an increase of about 
one million dollars a year is needed in 
the near future to employ technical peo- 
ple to analyze’‘all types of resources in 
order to move toward diversified indus- 
trialization. 

A knock-down, drag-out fight be- 
tween the Agriculture Department and 
those trying to promote industrialization 
would be most undesirable. But the hard 
truth is that the situation is out of kil- 
ter. Nor can the state forever shoulder 
practically the entire load for counties 
unwilling to help themselves.

The State Board of Education yester- 
day recognized the existence of excep- 
tional children and voted to set up a spe- 
cial pilot school for them in each of the 
congressional districts.

Students with exceptional abili- 
ties have had to be held back with the 
average. Oftimes their talents are wasted 
under a system where to be exceptional 
is frowned upon. Most schools do not have 
the time nor the funds to devote to their 
own programs. 

In addition, the board plans a simi- 
lar program for the mentally retarded. 
Here, too, is a case where a special prob- 
lem needs to be met with special solu- 
tions. 

The board yesterday also began al- 
lotting the first funds under the new 
60-million-dollar building program. And 
to its lasting credit, the board is using 
a formula based on children, not poli- 
tics. The schools will be built where the 
students are. And from this the whole 
State will profit.

But it is 
most of all a Cabinet of city men. 
Main Street and the farm are to 
be absent from the top levels of 
government. True, the new sec- 
retary of agriculture, Orville 
Freeman, is from Minnesota. 
But his home was urban Minne- 
apolis — a long way from the hay 
mow. 

The legend of the log cabin as 
the beginning place is passing 
now, in favor of the city home — 
or tenement house, or corpora- 
tion board of directors. For the 
first time in our history, two men 
of a single ‘“‘minority group,” the 
Jewish faith, will sit in the Cabi- 
net of the United States — Abra- 
ham Ribicoff of Connecticut as 
secretary of health, education and 
welfare and Arthur Goldberg of 
Illinois as secretary of labor. 


In all the century and three- 
quarters that had gone before, a 
total of three men of that faith 
had been nominated to Cabinet 
place. 


Those who endlessly scream, at 
home and abroad, that we are a 
nation of discrimination — where 
will they now turn ‘for spurious 
charges with which to besmirch 
their own country? 

People of this sort said of the 
South that, of course, it was 
dreadfully ‘“‘anti-Catholic.”’ But it

was precisely the moderate South 
which, in spite of understandable 
anxiety at parts of the Democrat- 
ic platform, supplied the critical 
votes for Kennedy, who happens 
to be a Catholic, 

Others said ‘the Catholics” 
would now take over. But the new 
Kennedy Cabinet has surely not 


gone overboard there. It has the 
absolute minimum representation 
of that faith —-a single Catholic 
in attorney general-designate Rob- 


ert Kennedy, the President-elect’s 
brother. 
What the President-elect has 


really “rewarded” is a strangely 
mixed. melange. It is in part made 
up of the so-called ‘‘Anglo-Saxon’”’ 
South, a South now typified not 
by plantation owners but by busi- 
nessmen types like secretary of 
commerce - designate Luther 
Hodges of North Carolina. And it 
is in part made up of the Jewish 
community of this country which, 
like the South, provided so much 
of Kennedy’s support in Novem- 
ber. 

“Republican Wall Street’’ is 
powerfully in the Cabinet, too — 
in Douglas Dillon, to be secretary 
of the treasury. More-or-less Re- 
publican big industry has a seat, 
this to be held by Robert McNa- 
mara, the retiring president of 
the Ford Motor Co., as secretary 
of defense.

Urban vs. rural antipathies are part of the American folk pattern. 
Manhattan looks with a dim eye on upstate New York. Chicago re- 
gards downstate Illinois the same way. It is the old story of the slicker 
vs. the hayseed, a difference not eliminated entirely by the automo- 


bile and the radio. 

To their credit, cities—as gen- 
erators of wealth—have assumed 
the tax burden of providing 
schools and other facilities for 
less favored areas through the 
state governments. But cities and 
their environs are growing so 
rapidly that they can no longer 
be, tolerant of under-representa- 
tion in state governments or neg- 
lect in the federal area. 

Such considerations have led 
President-elect Kennedy to an- 
nounce that he intends to pro- 
pose to Congress the establish- 
ment of a department of urban 
affairs. This has been recom- 
mended by Mayor Tucker of St. 
Louis, Gov. Lawrence of Pennsyl- 
vania (who conferred with Mr. 
Kennedy Thursday) and many 
others familiar with the problem. 


Mayor Tucker discussed the 
question in his recent presidential 
address to the American Munici- 
pal Association. Constitutional re- 
forms and reapportionment must 
end the treatment of cities as 
step-children of the states. Other- 
wise the New York City Council’s 
threat to secede from the State 
of New York may become some- 
thing more than a joke. Under 
Gov. Rockefeller, Albany is in- 
deed trying to modernize city- 
state relations.

Rescuers Risk Lives, Pull 
Hundreds Off Fiery Decks 


NEW YORK (®— Survivors and rescuers 


thought fast and behaved heroically to save count- 
less lives Monday when fire surged through the 
huge aircraft carrier Constellation. 


Eyewitnesses to the tragedy told story after 
story of men who owed their lives to other men— 
fellow construction workers, firemen and volun- 
teers. 


At some points, rescuers cut through steel to 
reach men banging on the walls of compartments 
where they were trapped. A mass rescue resulted 
when a giant crane was used to lift to safety a 
platform loaded with men. 


Someone. else thought to Jower rope ladders 
that helped many men escape the blaze. Tugs and 
barges were pulled close to take men off. Fire- 
men plunged into suffocating smoke to drag oth- 
ers to safety, and came out choking themselves— 
or were carried out. 


Matthew Rizzo, 49, told how he and others 
were warned by their foreman to get off just after 
a fire alarm sounded. 


“We dashed for the upper deck,” Rizzo said. 
“I saw a man out cold, overcome by smoke. We 
dragged him with us. Then we went over the side, 
down lines to a barge which was moored along- 
side the vessel. 


“The barge became overloaded until the water 
rose overdeck and we began to yell. A Navy tug 
drew alongside and we all climbed on board with 
it.”” 

A welder, who didn’t want to give his name, 
said when the alarm sounded “I ran back for my 
buddies. We then went to the smokestack on the 
second deck. About 75 to 100 of us crowded in 
there, closed the door and stayed there for two 
hours until we learned it was safe to get out.”’ 

Allen Blocig, 50, a joiner, told of being caught 


thickening smoke, 


“T don’t know how I got out,” he said. “It was 
pitch black. Then someone came up with a flash- 
light. It was a miracle, It saved me,”’ 


He said they finally reached the side and went 
down rope ladders, ading: “I don’t know where 
they came from, but they were strung all over the 
side of the ship.” 


Block said some men just jumped into the wa- 
ter and tugs picked them up. 


“I didn’t jump, though,” he said. “I climbed 
down the ladder and got into a tug that was 
alongside.” 


Mike Frazzitta, 41, said he and about 20 oth- 
ers were standing on a scaffold, working inside 
a bomb elevator shaft, when someone yelled 
“Fire!” 


“IT looked down,” he said. “Flames were 
shooting up the shaft. One guy spotted a vent and 
he jumped right through it. We all followed. It 
led to a catwalig and rope ladders.” 


A shout from someone—‘Leave the ship, the 
whole main deck’s on fire,” sent Walter Knoll 
and others racing to the second deck. 

But, said the 35-year-old Brooklyn worker, 
they were driven back by “great clouds of 
smoke.” They took refuge in a compartment, 
pulled the door tight, and stayed there an hour 
and a half until firemen found them. 

“We were pretty worried,” Knoll said. “We 
said silly things.” 

As one begrimed worker reached safety, after 
being led from a spot below the fire line, he was 
asked what he had seen of the rescue work. 

He summed it up this way: 

“Heroics are commonplace here today, and

PHOENIX, Ariz. @ — Arthur 
Neukom (Art) Nehf, star pitcher 
for the New York Giants during 
the golden era of John McGraw, 
is dead at the age of 68. 


Considered one of the great Na- 
tional League left-handers, Nehf 
died of cancer Sunday night at 
his modest Phoenix home. His 
health had been failing for several 
years. 


Nehf was a mainstay ‘of the 
mound corps that pitched the 
Giants to four straight pen- 
nants in 1921-24. He also itched Ps 


nati Reds and Boston Braves. 


In 1915, after three years in 
the minors, Nehf leaped from 
Terre Haute to the Braves. Four 
years later he was sold to the 
Giants for what was then the high- 
est price ever paid for a ball 
player—$55,000. 


Nehf won 21 games for the 
Giants in 1920, 20 in 1921 and 19 
in 1922. His record slipped to 
13-10 in 1923, but rebounded to 
14-4 the next year. 


In the 1921 and 1923 World 
Series, he pitched 1-0 shutouts

WASHINGTON, D.C. — My 
youngster wants a gun. Is this 
a gift we can give him? Thou- 
sands of American parents ask 
themselves this question each 
Christmas season .. . and it 
must be answered logically for 
all concerned. Mother's anxiety, 
junior’s natural desire to shoot 
and Dad’s parental responsibil- 


ity for making correct de- 
cisions are all involved. 


A tall order! But not when the 
problem is handled with intel- 
ligence and knowledge. 


The first thing parents must 
decide is whether their young- 
ster has displayed a good sense 
of responsibility. Age is not a 
dominant factor, as many 
youths of nine or ten are more 
dependable than others who are 
in their early teens. A young- 
ster’s personal and general re- 
liability is the best measure to 
judge whether or not he may 
be given a firearm.

As the fever of the waning 
deer season slowly passes, a good 
many Georgia hunters are return- 
ing to bird shooting—especially 
quail—and when the rest of them 
find. out how it is going, the deer 
may find themselves as safe as 
your kid’s old toys on Christmas 
morning.
